: STATISTICAL TABLE. 
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District No. 1.—Summer Term taught by Miss M. E. Marston. The 
teacher labored earnestly and faithfully. Progress good. The school 
appeared well at the examination. 
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Winter Term taught by Rev. J. M. Durgin, a gentleman of learning, 
experience, and wisdom. The scholars evinced commendable proficiency 
in their text books, and a good degree of additional knowledge that they 
had received from the mind of their faithful teacher. They appeared to 
have made rapid progress in learning to think. The closing exhibition 
was highly creditable to all. Register not returned. 

District No. 2.—Two terms, Summer and Fall, both taught by Miss 
Sarah L. Plumer. Miss P. is highly endowed with the natural qualities 
of a good teacher. She is emphatically a worker. Thescholars generally 
made good proficiency. If this was not true in every peas the fault was 
not the teacher’s. 

District No. 3.—One term, taught in the Fall by Miss Mary S. Shaw, 
one of the best’ teachers we ever knew. A model school. The principle 
proceeded upon in governing was, ‘‘ Moral suasion if effectual, if not, ‘the 
rod.” : 

District No. 4.—Summer term taught by Mrs. Mary Dearborn, a teacher 
of scholarship and experience. She labored with indefatigable persever- 
ance, and did her duty faithfully. Most of the pupils made good improve- 
ment. But some of them must learn to love study. better before they will 
ever become good scholars. 

Fall term taught by Mr. Frank E. Adams, a teacher well qualified for 
his work. He won the esteem of the scholars and thereby held a salutary 
influence over them. Proficiency fair. 

District No. 5.—Summer term taught by Miss Mary 8. Rollins. Miss 
R. will take rank among number one teachers. The scholars were very 
orderly and made good improvement. 

Fall term taught by Miss Anna F. Osgood, a wide-awake, thorough, 


successful teacher, whose motto is, “it is better to know every thing of 


some thing than some thing of every thing.’”’ Order and proficiency good. 
District No. 6.—One term taught in the Fall by Miss Hattie A. Page, 
an experienced, industrious teacher. Improvement satisfactory. Order 
much better at the close than at the beginning of the term. 
District No. 7.—One term taught in the Summer by Miss Sarah HE. 
Wiggin, a young lady well qualified for teaching. She had the faculty of 
getting the good will of the scholars. Rapid progress was made. It was 


- one of the most thorough schools in town. 


ict No. 8.—Two terms, Summer and Fall, both cuneile by Miss M. 
er, well known as an able teacher of long experience, combining 
the excellencies of thorough and ample scholarship, a love for children, 
aptness to teach, and high moral qualities, which placed the government 
in the realm of moral feeling and rendered rapid progress a natural 
sequence. The pupils evinced great thoroughness and pride of scholar- 
ship, proceeding upon the principle that ‘half a lesson learned is better 
than a lesson half learned.” y 
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District No. 9.—One term taught in the Fall by Miss Sarah L. Plumer. 
This was a good school, made so by having a good teacher and good 
scholars. Some very superior intellects were found among the children of 
this school. The closing exercises at the examination were of a high 
character. 

District No. 10.—One term taught in the Fall by Miss Hlectia Clay. 
This school being small, having an average attendance of but three, com- 
paratively little enthusiasm could be awakened, yet both teacher and 
scholars did well. 


REMARKS. 


It is worthy of congratulation that prudential committees have, with 
. slight exceptions, succeeded in procuring a high grade of teachers. Pru- 
dential committees should be careful about allowing teachers to commence 
_ their schools without certificates,as required by law. Grave injuries to 
the teacher and district may result therefrom. We call attention to the 
fact that the laws of the State require that ‘every teacher at the close of 
* his school, and at the end of each term thereof, shall make a return of his 


register or record to the school committee of the town, who shall give to 


him.a certificate thereof; and no teacher shall receive payment for his ser- 
vices until such certificate is produced, and delivered to the prudential 
committee. 

It is presumed that the subject of inadequate and dilapidated school 
houses has become so trite that but few words from us upon it are required. 
It is simply true that some of our school houses are a burning shame to a civ- 
ilized community ; the policy that tolerates them is ‘‘penny wise and pound 
foolish.” The tendency of the condition and surroundings of the school 
room to sharpen or blunt the intellect, to elevate or degrade the moral sen- 
timents of youth, is worthy of serious attention. There is also a growing 
necessity for having the town re-districted so as to have less districts, with 
larger and longer schools. This wil) give a better grade of teachers, and 
necessitate the erection of some new school houses. 

Considering that the perpetuity and prosperity of our civil and religious 
institutions and the progress of civilization depends upon the education 
our youth receive, and considering the fact that a great majority of them 
have no educational facilities aside from our common schools, the expedi- 
ency of giving them so little schooling as appears from the followane sta- 
tistical table may well be doubted. .
